transferred to another Special Magistrate. 

5. We are further pleased to confer the following powers 
upon such Special Magistrates : namely, power to pass on 
conviction any sentence not exceeding three months’ impri- 
sonment or fine up to one thousand British Rupees or both. 

4. A Special Magistrate appointed under this Proclama- 
tion for the trial of European British Sntyects shall not take 
cognizance of offences committed by other subjects unless 
he is also an ordinary Magistrate authorized Ly law to take 
cognizance of such cases. 

5 In regard to conmuttable cases, the enquiry and com- 
mittal will proceed by virtue of appointments to be made 
and powers conferred by llis Excellency the Viceroy and 
Governor- General . 

6. o Chi n g in this Trool a mati on shall b e understood to 
prevent Onr ordinary Courts of whatever grade taking cog- 
nizance as hitherto of cases of contempt of Court by whom- 
soever committed. 

7. The special arrangements herein made are not intend- 
ed to relieve Our ordinary Police and Magistrates and Sub- 
Magistrates acting os Police Officers, irom the functions 
they have hitherto exercised as snch, in respect of European 
British Subjects.

REGULATION I. OF 1054. 

A Regulation to lav down clearly the law relating to 
the collection of the Abkary Revonue, passed by His High- 
ness the Malm Rajah of Travanoore on the 3rd Karoadogom 
1054 corresponding with the 17th July 1879, 

RftiauBLS, Whereas it is necessary to enact proper rales 
for providing for the manufacture, sale, transit and posses- 
sion of liquor within tho limits of Travanoore, We are pleased 
to enact os follows : 

Section I. In the construction of this Regulation, the 
following exp reasons shall hove tho several meanings here- 
by assigned to them, 

(a) The term “liquor” shall bo taken ns denoting 
spirits, wine, boor and all other intoxicating liquors in tho 
manufacture of winch distillation or fermentation takes 
place. 

(b^) The terms “ selling ” and “ sale ” include bartering 
or receiving in pawn for liquor, grain or any other articles. 

(c) The term “ shop ” shall include a depot. 

(d) Words importing the singular number shall include 
the plural number, and words importing tho plural number 
shall vouVadu uvaguW TvnsnboT . 

(o) Words importing tho mosoulino gender shall in- 
clude the feminine. 

Section II. All persons are hereby forbidden to manu- 
facture or to sell or to koop for tho purposes of sale, any 
liquor of tho description mentioned in Section I. of this 
Regulation, withm tho limits of Travanoore, except in con- 
formity with tho provisions of this Regulation. 

Section III, Tho Dewan shall either retain, under tho 
immediate management of the Government, tho exclusive 
privilege of manufacturing and selhng all spirituous and 
fermented liqnors within any part of the country, or shall, 
subject to the limitation bereinunder specified, assign, cither 
at a public auction or in some other manner, the same 
wholly or partially in all or any of tho following ways, that 
is to' say : — 

First. The Dewan shall assign, for such period as he 
may think fit, to any person or persons, the exclusive privi- 
lege of manufacturing or of soiling or of both manufacturing 
and selling all spirituous and fermented liquors whatsoever 
within the whole or any portion of any Talook in oonsidera- 
- ,tion of a single payment or of an annual rent. 




Second, It dhoti be lawful for the Dewaa to assign to 
any person or persons the exclusive privilege of maoti- 
factoring or of selling or of both mumnfaotnring and selling 
one or more specified spirituous spMtmontcd liquors, and at 
the Bamo time, in consideration ofatmaal or other payments, 
to issue licences for such period as he may think fit, grant* 
ing permission to the same person or any other person or 
persons to manufacture only or to sell only or both to manu- 
facture and sell within the same or any other limits, all or 
any other liquors, the exclusive manufacture) and sale of 
which has not been assigned us above provided ; but such 
licences shall not oa^ry with thorn any exclusive right to 
manufacture or to sell such liquors. 

Third. It shall be lawful for the Dcwan to issue licences 
for such period as ho m iy tliiuk fit granting permission to 
any person or persons to manufacture or sell or both to 
manufacture and soil all liquors whatsoever or ono or more 
spccifiod liquors in conbidcration of tlio duo payment by 
such poison or persons of a fee, or of an excise duty on the 
quantity of liquor mannfactnred or sold, to bo from time to 
time fixed and published by tho Dewan with Onr sanction. 
Provided that tho pnvdcgos and licences hereinbefore speci- 
fied shall not be granted to any person whose character and 
condition do not, on enquiry, appear to the Dewan satisfac- 
tory or who has boon known to infringe wilfully tho Abkary 
laws and ruloa. 

Section IY, Tho Dewan shall proscribe tho rules and 
forms of licences under which the manufacture or sale or 
manufacture and sale of liquor shall take place and from 
time to time, as occasion may require, shall alter and amend 
such rules and licences. 

Section V. In cases where cxclusivo privileges of manu- 
facture or sale or of manufacture and salu have been grant- 
ed to a renter or asaigneo, the Dowan shall, subject to the 
limitation heromunder specified, determine the places at 
which stills and shops shall be ercotod, tho plan on which 
such shops shall bo built, the number of shops and stills in 
each Talook, Proverty, or KeM^pr Monyom, tho minimum 
prices at which liquor shall be sold at suoh shops, and the 
measures to be used in the sale of such liquor, the doe 
publication of suoh prices and measures and generally all 
matters relating to the management and control of such 
places of manufacture or solo. It shall also be competent 
For the Dewan during the currency of a contract to permit 
tho* transfer of shops from one locality to another, to sanction 
new shops, or to direct the closing of shops which hare been 
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once sanctioned* Provided that no shop or stall ah all he 
permitted to be opened or built within the limits of any 
principal town or other populous plaoe. 

Sbotion VL The form of licence for renting out exclu- 
sive privileges of manufacture or sale or of both shall specify 
the time during which it is to be in force, the amount of 
rent, the periods for payments of the instalments, the mini- 
mum price at which liquor shall be sold and tho number of 
stills and shops and their positions ; it shall provide againt 
any improper practices or any adulteration of the liquor 
manufactured or sold and shall contain such other conditions 
as the Dewan may consider necessary, and no Abkary 
renter or other person shall be allowed to establish a still or 
shop or manufacture or sell liquor until ho shall have ob- 
tained such licence from the Dewan and have executed an 
engagement binding himself to conform to its provisions 
which engagements shall be lodged in the Huzzoor Untcheriy. 

Section VII. Every person placed by a renter or by a 
sub- renter or by the Dewan (whon the Abkary is retained 
under Government management) in charge of a still or 
shop, shall first in the presence of the Tahsildar or other 
Government officer authorized in that behalf by the Dewan, 
sign in duplicate an engagement prepared in Malay ala m 
containing such conditions as the Dewan may from time to 
time prescribe after the same shall have been read over by 
him or read and explained to him if he is unable to read it 
himself. Two witnesses Bhall be present when the engage- 
ment is acknowledged and executed by him and shall sign 
their names in testimony of such acknowledgment ; one 
copy of tho said engagement shall be deposited with the 
Dewan who shall thereon issue a licence to the person in 
charge of such still or shop. Tho other copy of the engage- 
ment and tho licence shall be fixed op in sjme conspicuous 
place in the shop or still. 

Suction VIIL First Abkary renters shall be at liberty 
to Bub-rent their farms on such terms as they and their sub- 
renters may respectively agree upon, provided the Dewan may 
at any time prohibit such sub-renting within any tract. 

Sub-renters shall execute in the modes pre- 
scribed in section VIL of this Regulation engagements con- 
taining such conditions as the Dewan shall, from time to 
time, prescribe.

The issue and execution of such warrants 
shall be governed by the rules now in force for the issue and 
execution of the same in ordinary criminal oases. 

Section XXI. Any unlicensed person who shall have in

300 Rupees, and such still or other implement or liquor found

Section XXVIX It shall be lawful for a Magistrate to 
grant, to persons or to officers of the class to be named by 
the Dewan, who shall give information leading to the detec- 
tion of any offence punishable under this Regulation, or who 
shall seize any article liable to confiscation under this Re- 
gulation, rewards not exceeding the total value of goods con- 
fiscated and of the fines and penalties leviod and m such 
proportions as to him may appear proper. 

Section XXVIII. ho suit or other proceeding shall be 
commenced or prosecuted against any person for anything 
done in pursuance of this Regulation without giving to Buch 
person a month’s previous notice in writing of the intended 
proceeding and of the cause thereof, nor after tender of 
sufficient amends, nor after the expiration of six months 
from the accrual of the cause of suit or other proceeding.

REGULATION 13. OF 1051. 

A Regulation to prevent thefts of Coffee, passed by His Highness 
the Malm Rajah of Travaneoro under date the 01st Karoadagom 1064, 
corresponding with the 14th August 1870. 

Whereas it is expedient to mako special provision to prevent thefts 
of Coffee and to repress and punish tho offence of receiving or disposing 
of stolen Coffee in the neighbourhood of Coffee plantations or estates, 
We arepleased to enact as follows : — 

1. This Regulation shall 'toko effect in such districts or parts of 
districts or within such localities or limits and from such dates as Our 
Dewan may from tune to tuno direct by notification published in Our 
Government Gazette. Tho Dewan may from time to tune modify or 
eanoel such direction by notification similarly published. 

2. In this Regulation, 

“ Laborer ” means and includes all persons (except resident mana- 
gers) temporarily or permanently omployed on a Coffee Estate in any 
capacity whether agricultural, menial, or otherwise howsoever. 

44 Carrier ” means and includes all persons for the tune being em- 
ployed in tho transport of Coffee whether by porterage, pack animals, 
boat, cart, or otherwise, and whether as oontractoia, drivers or other- 
wise. 

44 Coffee Estate ” means and inolados any land on which Coffee is 


44 Coffee ” means and moludos all Coffee not roasted or otherwise 
prepared for immediate consumption. 

3, It shall not be lawful for any one to purchase, take in barter or 
exchange, or receive Coffee from any laborer employed on a Coffee 
Estate. 

A It shall not be lawful for any one, to purchase, take in barter or 
exchange, or receive Coffee from any person other than a laborer em- 
ployed on a Coffee Estate, u nl ess the person so purchasing, taking in 
barter or exchange, or receiving such Coffee shall immediately there- 
upon enter or cause to be entered in s book, to be kept by him for that 
purpoee, a true record of such transition specifying 

(a) the name, residence and oocnpataou of the person from whom 
such Coffee was so purchased, taken m barter or exchange, or rseeived ; 

a the date of the transaction ; and 

The quantity and description of the Coffee so pnrnhwod. 
barter or exchange, or received. 
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Forvvtod that tU« Motion tWl sot *ppiy to OoffM BurciMNQd 
taken in barter or exchange, or mowed tram ear person other the* i 
laborer employed on a Coffee Estate and intended bona jldo for eon 
sumption in the house or on the premises of the person purchasing 
tatiry m barter or tax change, or receiving the annte at aforesaid. 

ft All books required by section 4 to be kept by persons pin 
chasing Coffee shall be produced upon the requisition of any Magistral 
or of any Sub-Magistrate or of any Police ujEHoer specially authorised b 
a Magistrate or Sub-Magiitrato, to require the production of such book*. 

ft It shall not be lawful for any one to purchase; or take in barter 
or exchange Coflee from any earner, or for any earner to sell, or give 
in barter or exchange, any Coflbe, unless the person so purchasing, or 
taking in barter or exchange such Coffee shall, besides making the entry 
required by section 4 of this Regulation, also enter or cause to be 
entered in the book mentioned in the said soction 4, the marks (if any) 
on the bags, or other packages, m which such Coffee may be contained, 
and unless the oatnes required by this section and by the said section 
4 be also correctly signed by such earner in his own name and attested 
by the Provertacaren, MiUakarcn, or Tannah Mbdelpare of the village 
within which the transaction takes place 

7. Any person committing any broach of the provisions oontaxnod 
in soction 3, 4, B or 0 of this Regulation shall be liable on conviction 


to pay a fine not exceeding five hundred Rupees, or, in default of 
payment, to undergo simple imprisonment for a period not exceeding 
six months, 

ft Any oooly, ministry, or other laborer, employed on a Coffee 
Estate found with green gathered Coffee in bis possession and failing 
to aooonnt satisfactorily for suoh possession, shall be liable on convic- 
tion to pay a fine not exceeding five hundred Rupees, or m default, to 
simplo imprisonment not exceeding six months. 

9. Ho person shall carry or remove Goflbo from any Coffee Estate, 
premises, or place, or upon any road, highway, or footway, without 
tho express permission of the owner or of ms authorised agent. Suoh 
permission shall bo in writing dated and signed by the said owner or 
bis authorised agent and shall contain tho following particulars : — 

(a) The quantity of tho Coffoe to be carried or removed ; 

(b) The number, description and marlm of the packages in which 
suoh Coffee is secured ; 

(c) The place or destination to which the Coffee is to be carried 
or removed ; and 

(d) The names of the consignor and consignee. 

Any person, committing any breach of the prevision of this section 
shall, on oonviotion, bo liablo to pay a fine not exceeding five hundred 
Rupees, or, m default, to simple imprisonment not exoeeding six 
months. 

10. No Coffee shall he gathered, moved, loaded, or unloaded, cm 
any Coffee Estate between sunset and Mfri'isu. Any person com- 
mitting a breach of this provision or abetting such lyoach Shall on con- 
viction be liable to pay a fine not exoeeding five jflklred Rupees, or 
in default, to simple imprisonment not exceeding mr months. 

Provided that nothing m section 9 or in this section shall apply to j 
the prdmsry operations of curing the crop on the Estate, suoh as pulp- ' 
ing or storing.

Bub-Magistrate, to inflict a fine not exceeding 00 Rupees, or in de- 
fault of payment, to direct simple imprisonment tor a period not ex- 
ceeding two months. 

13. It shall be at the discretion of the Magistrate or Sab-Magistrate 
in the ease of any persons, not being females, who shall be oormcted of 
a second offenoe under section 8 of this Regulation, to substitute or 
add corporal punishment under the provisions of Regulation II of 1047 
or of any other law for the time being m force in that behalf, for or to 
the penalties provided by this Regulation. 

Provided that such substituted or additional punishment shall be 
awarded only in respect of the otfenoe itsolf and not aa an alternative 
penalty for nonpayment of flno. 

14. It aliall be oompetent to any Magistrate or Sub-Magistrate 
trying a oaao under this Regulation to grant a portion of the fines he 
levies therein os rewards to porsona furnishing ouch information as 
may have led to the oonviction of offenders.

3. A single Judge of the Sadr Court is empowered ;

(B) To call far information from the Lower Courts as to any 
w on their files with a view to superintend their working or to cor- 
rect any error of law or practioe. if tho Judge finds on petrosal of the 
records that general circulars should be issued to the Courts touching 
any error of law or practice, he shall lay the matter before the whole 
Court for disposal ;

He is also empowered to dispoeo of — 

(P) Appeals from the decisions of the Zillah Criminal Courts ; 

(E) References m ade by Criminal Judges on their own motion or 
an the motion of the Magistrates under Regulation £L of 1047 ; 

(F) Small cause references ; 

(G) Appeals from orders whether from the Civil or Criminal

9. The oonduct of businoas in the Sadr Court shall be regulated by 
the First Judge. 

10. Snquines into the oonduct of Judges and Munaifis subordinate to 
the Sadr Court, and the disposal of such oases, so far ss they be within 
their powers, and the determination of all Questions under Sections 10, 
11 and 12 and the last danse of Section Iff (relating to iliimi— 1 of 
Valois) of the Vakils’ Regulation, will rest with the whole Court. 

1L All other departmental matters shall be referred to and disposed 


of to the First Judge. 

13. In the absence of the First Judge, his duties shall devolve on 
the next senior Judge. 

15. If one Judge is absent, the other Judges may sit separately 
and do the work done by a single Judge, or if necessary, form a Bench 
and do the work done by a Bench of two Judges. If there be a differ- 
ence of opinion the matter shall lie over till the return of the absent 
Judge. 

14 Zillah Criminal Judges are empowered to try and dispose of all 
Criminal oases that may be committed to them, excepting those where 
the punishment awarded is death or life imprisonment These eases 
shall be referred, as heretofore, to the Sadar Court who shall deal with 
them as they do now. In *11 other eases, their santenoe shall be final, 
unlees altered by the Sadar Court on appeal, or m the exenase of thsir 
powers of revision. 

16. In all oases of conviction by the Zillah Criminal Courts, the 
Prisoners may appeal to the Sadr Court In oases of aoqurttal by 
them, the Government may appeal The Sadr Court may alter or re- 
verse the finding and sentence or order of the Onmimu Court, md 
may enhance any pu ni s hme nt that has been awarded. 

16. All Courts exercising Criminal Jurisdiction will be bound, in 
cases of conviction, to furnish oopies of sentence *»H Judgment to the 
Prisoner within twenty -four hours of the passing of such sentence, and 
the fact shall be noted in the Diary. 

17. No sentence of whipping shall be earned out till the expir y of 
eight days from the passing of tne sentenoe. If, in the meantime, the 
Prisoner affected by it filer an appeal in the Court which passed the 
sentenoe, such appeal shall be forwarded to the Appellate Court and 
the execution of the s enten oe shall be stayed till the appeal is itigxmd 
of by that Court 

18. In questions of fact only one appeal if allowable from ben

Coin, bullion, precious stones and jewels can be sent by post only 
in insured registered letters or insured parcels . and senders am 
recommended to insure all articles of value where possible. Registered 
letters and parcels may be insured for transmission by inland post for 
the actual value (by which is meant the whole actual value) of the 
oontenta. The actual value must be certified on them by the sender. 

Insurance Offices, Pompensation, tire. 

The facility for insuring registered letters and- parcels will be made 
available at almost all Post Offices (see list of Post Offices as given in 
the Postal Guide, m which the few excepted office* beyond the TthUmi 
frontier are specially mentioned as exceptions). Insured articles 
cannot be posted at or delivered from Post Offices not included in the 
list above referred to. «. g . , Native State Post 0 Aloes or Foreign Post 
Offices. By Native State Post Offices are meant Post Offices situated - 
in Native States and managed by the Native State administrations. 
Undaliverahje insured articles will be at onoe returned to the offiee of 
origin for re -delivery to the sender, and in view to the refund to him 
of the inaoranoe fee.

DIRECTIONS TOR VESSELS ABRIVUTO AT 
AT.TJBPPgY. 

1. The Commanders of Ships are requested on the arrival 
of their vessels to deliver mto the Master Attendant's Office 
a tine and complete Manifest of all the goods and Merchan- 
dise laden on board of their vessels. A form of the Mani' 
feat required will be furnished for their guidance on applica- 
tion, Previous to any Ship or Vessel having any transac- 
tion with tho shore, the Pass Register, and every other cre- 
dential concerning then Ship or Vessel, must be delivered 
into the Master Attendant's Office. If the Ship or Vessel 
be in ballast, it is to be reported accordingly. 

2. Goods landed, or attempted to be landed before the 
Ship is regularly entered, or which have not been entered in 
the Manifest, shall be charged double duty. The same is 
applicable to goods exported under similar circumstances. 

3. Applications for-Porfc Clearances should be made be- 
tween 10 o'clock a. m, and l r. m. tho day previous to sail- 
ing, to enable them to bo granted by 4 o'clock, after which 
hour none will be given. Applicants for Port Clearances 
should furnish the Custom House with an Export Manifest 
of all Cargo shipped on board their Vessels from this Port, 
specifying the names of the Vessels and Commanders, sorts 
of goods, marks and numbers, quantity or weight, shipper's 
and consignee's names and tho names of the Port or Ports 
bound to. 

4. Porb Clearances will not be granted to Vessels until 
all demands on account of Boat-hire, &o. had been adjusted. 

5. No shore Boats are permitted to put off to the ship- 
ping after sun-tot unless in "ase of emergency, and by special 
permission of the Master Attendant.

Ships bound to Alleppey, from any erf the above men- 
tioned places in the S. W. Monsoon, should follow the 
directions given by Horsbnrgh, for “ Ships bound from the 
Bay of Bengal, to Bombay, or other places to the westward, 
daring the S. W. Monsoon.” 

Having crossed the Equal or well to the westward of the 
Maladive Islands (68°E.) a ship should steer North until in 
the Latitude of 9° SO' She should then run due East for 
Alleppey, making an allowance for a 8 knot southerly cur- 
rent after passing the parallel of Kalpenny Island. 

Alleppey Flagstaff is in Latitude 9° 29' 48" N. and 
Longitude 76° 1 8' 45' E. by Lieut Selly of the Indian Navy 
measured from Bombay — the Trigonometrical Survey places 
it in Jiongitado 76° E. The anchorage in the roodB 
during the S. W. Monsoon is with the Light House from N. 
E. to E. N. E. in fivo or 6 fathoms, water. In tho fair 
season from October to May, vessels may anchor in 3 or 4 
fathoms with tho Light House bearing E. by N. — the sound- 
ings are very regular. 

Ships from Colombo oi Tuticonn bound for Alleppey 
in the S. W. Monsoon should, on leaving Colombo roads, be 
in good sailing trim, and have good sails bent and bo pre- 
pared to encounter bad weather. 

From Colombo roads, a W. N. Westerly course should 
be steered close hauled for the Coast of Tinncvclly. Should 
the wind have sufficient southing in it, advantage should be 
taken of it to round Cape Comorin well to the southward. 
After rounding which, it often happens that a Ship will carry 
the southerly wind all the way up the Coast, at all events, 
a ship which sails moderately well by the wind, after having 
♦ rounded Capo Comorin will always bo able to make the pas- 
sage to Alleppey or Cochin in 8 or 10 days, there being 
often a favourable current along the Coast to the Northward 
with very often a slant of wind from the South, and a ship 
having good sails bend and taking every advantage of the 
shifts of wind will be able to make a much better passage 
and with less wear and tear than by the Southern route.

A. large ship coming 1 from the Northward ought not to 
come under 7 fathoms if drawing mnoli water, nntu the Flag- 
staff or Light House bears to the Eastward ofS, E., as there 
are some shoal patches with only 4 fathoms on, in shore of 
these sonndings. Jn like manner, vessels coming from the 
Southward should attend carefully to the lead when in with 
the land, and not come under 1 3 fathoms off Quilon, which 
is the doplh close to this dangerous reef; to the Northward 
of Qadon roof, the Coast may bo approached to 7 fathoms. 

AUeppey may be known from tlie offing by its Light 
House erected close to the Flagstaff, the light from which 
was first exhibited on the mght of the JJSch March 1362. 
The light is of the holophotal description, and in kopt burn- 
ing every uight, from the departure of day light to the return 
of the same m the morning. It is revolving, producing h 
bright flash onco in every minute and is visible in ordinary 
weather 2d miles. ' 

Ships may procure water from a well at the beach, and 
good vegetables and fruits cun also be obtained generally in 
abundance. Fish is plentiful, and of the best description 
and variety, and other snpphos equally abundant. 

In the N. E. Monsoon or fair season from November to 
Apnl the weather is fav ourable for proceeding to or from 
Colombo The N. E. Monsoon sets in about the end of I 
October or beginning of November, generally with thunder, 
lightning and heavy rain from the land for a few evenings-*- 
by the end of November the weather is fine, with regular 
land and sea breezes all along the Malabar Coast. The land 
wind off Quilon blows with considerable force usually setting 
in about 10 p. w. oontmuing^during the night and up to 10 or 
11 a. m. wboD it dies away, and is followed by the sea breeze, 
from W. to N. W. veering to north until the evening. 

Kunnyacookahm or Caps Comobut by the great Trigo- 
nometrical Sarvey is in Lafc. 8° 4' N Long. 77° 36' 45*' E. 
Lieuts. Hethersay, Powel and Selly, late Indian Navy and 
Mr. Franklin R. N., place it 4 miles farther westward ri* : • 
77° 30" E. It is high water at the Cape on full and 

change 0*30 p. n. The Cape is low, to the $. E. of the Point 
and within a mile of it, is a high Bock with two others ad- 
joining on which the sea breaks. Near the Point to the 
Westward is a Pagoda and a little to the Westward of it is 
the Residency Bungalow. About 4 miles N. W. i N. fipm 




the Cape studs * high Conical Hill which is the first land 
rten In coming from the Southward, and is the roost 
Southern of the Chant Mountains, Tne Coast is safe to ap- 
proach to 1 0 fathoms. There is generally a high surf break- 
ing along the Beach but in coasting along, it i| better not 
toootfle under 22 fathoms which is the depth about ft miles 
off shore particularly daring tho night and when in the vici- 
nity of the Crocodile Hock. 

West a little northerly fr >m Cape Comorin distance 16 
miles, lies the Crocodile Rock upon which the sea does not 
always break boiug covered at high water — it has 16 and 17 
fathoms close to. 

CmmsAPtmtuii Point bears from the Rook N. E IN. 1 
distance 2f miles. Adunda Islet on tho same bearing, dis- 1 
tance 1J miles and Kotah Islet N. by W. £ W. a little over 
1} miles. There is a safe passage between the Crocodile 
Rock and these Islets, by keeping rather closer to the Cro- 
codile. There is also a passage between those Islets and Cnd- 
deapntnnm Point, bnt a good look ont should be kdpfc from 
the masthead in passing through either, as the Crocodile 
and the dangers in the inner passage cannot bo seen from 
the deck at high water. The Crocodile is in Lat. 8° o' 30' i 
TSi. Itong. TV' W 'Zif 'jBj. 'Cnhiieapninnm ’Point 13 steep and | 
like the neighbouring shore has a red appearance. A light 
is now exhibited from tho point on a square built tnubonry 
tower. 

Colaohil or ColachsJj Toray five miles N. W. from 
Cuddeepatnnm Point is the rising P^rt of Colachel ; there is 
a Ohnron and a Flagstaff' on the beach, Lat. 8° \(Y 45' N. 
Long. 77° 13' 30" E. The anchorage in the roads is in from 
8 to 8$ fathoms. Four small Islets near the beach afford shelter 
to the cargo boats shipping Coffee or other produce, a ship 
therefore, callin'? here to load, should anchor to leeward, so 
as to give the boats the greatest facility for reaching the ship 
with their cargo dry. A ilnoy marks a rock on which one 
of the Steamers swung shortly after coming to an anchor, t6 
load ooffee in 1 873, bnt it is inside the fool ground line as 
laid down in Cupt. Selby's chart of this coast and it is the 
latest sur v e y 1850 and 51. It is possible that steamers could 
find a safe anchorage inside of the rooks above water off this I 
Porte This ooald be easily ascertained by having the ground | 
ouwfhHy swept fn order to ascertain whether there w foul 
ground inside of them, and in the passage North of them, al- I 
ae if a tafia entrance is to be fonnd to the southward of thank 
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If fke examination is favourable and there is snffictattfc * foo^ , 
a Steamer to swing round when inside, the advantage , 
Government and all concerned will be complete. Tho gap 
between the two rocks could at little cost be filled up with 
Beaton if necessary. IF there shonld not be room to swing, , 
the ground being otherwise freo oF rocks, it would only ben 
question of moorings head and stern. Ships* Boats should 
never attempt to land on any port of the Coast from Cape 
Comorin up to Qoilon, us tlicro is at all times a heavy surf 
on the Beach. 

Tengaputniw — About 5 raileB N. W. by W, from Cola, 
chel is the town of Tengnpatnnm Lot. 8 D (3' 30* Long. 77° 
10' E. Off the mouth of the river (south of it) is tho Island 
of Inniyelpau-pa? or Emam having a chnrcli and other build- 
ings on it — there are 5 other I blot a with rocks above and 
under water near to it. The river is navigable for boats in 
tho lainy season from June' to October for some distance in- 
land. A considerable trade, principally in saltfish, is carried 
on from tjiis place and other villages along the Coast with j 
Ceylon. ' 

Covaluh or Buttua Potxt in the charts, is higher thm 
the adjoining low land, from which it inns up terminating in 
a high Bluff. There is a small Bungalow on the top of it 
whioh msy be Been in passing. 'J he Coast between Tenga- 
patnum and this is bold to approach having 18 to 550 fa- 
thoms 2 miles off shore. 

Tbsvanpbuh or TKBEOOVAtfANTArooRUir, The aeat of the 
Government and Capital of the Kingdom of ‘jCravaooore is 
about 24 miles East from Shnnggoomoogum on the sea 
Beach. The Fort cannot be seen from tho sea, but a Flag, 
staff * stands about the centre of it opposite the palace, an- 
other further to N. E. is at the British Residency ; on a Hill 
to the North of the Fort stands the Observatory and con be 
distinctly made out in passiog by its three Domes- Very few 
public Observatories in Europe have been so well found in 
Instruments and all by the most celebrated makers. It is 
in Lot. 8 1 30' 35* N. and Long. 77° E. The country around 
is extremely beautiful and variegated. East from Trevan-. 
drum about 7 miles is a remarkable round Conical Hill caJM 
Namnm, or Bringal Hill in the charts, and forms a good xoalfc' 
for this part of the coast being easily distinguished from the 
ntb«r hu la laying like it, between the Ghauts and the Coast. 
The Ghauts here ore very high rising over 6,000 feet. 


Stuoe destroyed hr Hghtafeg. 
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Awraroo or Ukchee Ttihcel. The Port is Let. 8° 89 
40* N, and Long. 70° 45' 15* E. — once a place of consider- 
able importance and the earliest settlement of the late 
Hon'ble East India Company on the Malabar Coast. Orme 
the Historian was born here, and here resided Elisabeth 
Drapper to whom Stern addressed his lotter to Elisa. The 
first British Resident to the Court of Travancore, John Toi- 
ler, died and was bnriod hero in 1 777. The Fort was deserted 
some time prior to the commencement of the present century, 
the lower most of the old Flagstaff still stands on the North 
Western angle of the Fort, lhe town is to the North of it, 
and a largo Roman Catholic Church with some ancient 
monuments principally Dutch ; but the place has a forsaken 
appearance. It is uot easily distinguished from the offing, 
being hid by oocoanut trees. There is generally a heavy surf 
rolling in on the shore, and the place offers no inducement 
for & ship to anchor, fresh water not being procurable, and 
the anchorage inside of 10 fathoms foul and rocky. 

Wubkulla. Immediately to the North of tlio Anjengo 
River rises the Wurkulla Cliff to about 200 feet, extending 
along the Coast to the Northward 6 miles. From thence 
an inland navigablo water comrauuication extends bv means 
o£ canals., the. larijp estuarica at Qpilnn., Alloipjay and. Cochin., 
up to Chowghaut, a distance of over 100 miles, and "at a 
trifling cost could be made so to the Madras Railway Station 
at Tiroor 1 8 miles distant j as during tho S. W. Monsoon | 
cargo boats go to that point on the Madras Railway The I 
Wurkulla Cliffs aro now being tunnelled through, and will, j 
when completed, connect this water communication with 
Trovandrum from whence there is a canal to Wurkulla, being 
for the most part a natural Backwater and separated from 
the sea by a sand bank varying from a few yards to 5 miles I 
in breadth, and upon which all the Sea Port Towns of the 
Coast are situated. The estuaries too, carry considerable 
dopths throughout and in many parts reach far inland, into I 
which all the watershed of the country is received and the | 
rivers being more or less navigable for considerable distan- 
ces inland. Travancore has thus rare natural facilities to 
the developement of her wealth and commerce which few j 
other countries possess, and no system of Railways oonld I 
attain to. ] 

Quilon. The Flagstaff in Lat. 8° 53' 30* N. Long. 76° 
36' E. by Lient Taylor I. N., a place of considerable im- 
portance in the time of the Portuguese and Dutob, and 




also daring the Honorable East India Co'a Government of 
India. A considerable Military force was kept np hem 
until 1832, when the station was reduced to one Regiment, 
It exported a considerable quantity of cloth and Indigo, but 
this branch of industry, and the general trade of the place 
has much fallen off. The point neat the Flagstaff runs out 
a little in the sea, and is higher than the Coast North tod 
South of it. Three quarters of a mile S. E of tho point is a 
reef with 4 fathoms close to. The anchorage is with the 
Flagstaff N. to N. by E. in 8 or 10 fathoms, small vessels 
anchor further in the S. E. of the Flagstaff and reef in 5 
fathoms. 

Great oanfcion is necessary in approaching this part of 
the const, as an extensive roef and detached rocks stretch 
from the Sonth of the point 3 miles to seaward and 7 miles 
Noith to Ivcker or Ibio River. A ship therefore in passing 
or working along the coast should keep the lead going, and 
not come under 12 fathoms, as that is the depth close to 
this dangerous roef. With a fair wind and not bound to 
any part of the coast, 22 to 23 fathoms would be prudent 
soundings to preserve from Cape Comorin to the North of 
the Qmlon reef, ns these soundings will carry a ship well 
clear of tho Crocodile Rock. A light house is being bruit 
on Cadea Pntuum Point to mark the vicinity of the Crocodilo 
danger, but “tho Lead, Latitude and Look out’' should 
never be relaxed, particularly ra tho vicinity of dangers and 
when standing in for tho land. 

The ship “Lady Hodgkmscm ” from England hound to 
Bombay with Troops, and a valnnble cargo, on the forenoon 
of tho 22nd of December 1808 (the linear month m the year) 
while standing along shore to the Northward with tho land 
wind and smooth water, run on the nxnhle of the Quilon Reef 
and became a total wreck. It was said a leadsman was in 
tho chains, if so, the load must have beon over— hove, us the 
ship was not more than 800 yards from tho shore and for 
sometime in little more than her own draft of water. 

The coast from Ivika River North to Allcppey is fringed 
with cocoannt trees and is safo to approach to 7 and 8 la- 
thorns 8 or 4 miles off shore. 

Porcatjt Porcaut and in the old charts Porca is in Lafc, 
9* 21' 25' N. Long. 76° 28' E : — was a place of considerable 
importance in the tame of the Portuguese and afterward* of 
the Dutch. The factory was washed away by the wm in 
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fcecfts the place with the Backwater. Off this plaoA, is the 
present southern limit of the remarkable smooth water for 
which Allfippev has been so long celebrated. Indications 
of shifting its locality continue, as the smooth water spot 
about 3 miles to the North of AUeppey appears to be increas- 
ing. ^ The change will not, however, be so sudden as not to 
admit of ample notice being transmitted to Navigators and 
all interested in the trade of the coast. 

OHimcAtJD, a village miles North from AUeppey 

Lot. 9° 32' 83' North Long. 76° 10 * East, is at the 

Southern limit of an extent of smooth water which has been 
obeeive^ forming for the past five Monsoons, presenting 
the same general features as that now at Porcand. To the 
Northward and W oat ward of the village, the soa breakes in 
5 to 6 fathoms in shore of which it is calm with a soft 
bottom. From a remote period, Alleppey has been known 
to Navigators as a natural harbour of refuge, and the follow- 
ing account of it is extracted from Penkerton’s East Indies. 
“ Capt. Cope says * Mud Bay is a place that I believe few 

* con parallel in the world. It lies on the ahoro of St. 

* Andrea about half a league out in the sea, and is open to 

* the wide ocean, and has neither Island nor Bank to break 

* off the force of the billows, which come rolling with great 

* violence lb all other parts of the Coast, m tee South West 
< Monsoon, but on tho Bonk of Mud, lose themselves in a 

* moment, and ships lie on it as secure as in the best harbour 
* without motion or disturbance.” 

The centre of this smooth water anchorage, is now 6 
miles to the South of the Light House, and the following 
directions are published for the guidance of Mariners seek- 
ing shelter in that safe anchorage. 

The anchorage is marked by a Bed Buoy in 4 ^ Fathoms 
low water spring tides. 

This buoy is removed on the 1st November every year 
and replaced during May. 

Ships running for tho anchorage should, after sighting 
' the Buoy, keep aloDg in 7 fathoms until it boars well to the 
Eastward, when they can ran in and anchor to leeward either 
to the westward or in shore of it, in 5 or 3 fathoms of water, 
taking care to give the moorings of the Buoy a clear berth. 

During heavy galea in tee S. W. Monsoon the Boa 
breaks in <$4 fathoms West of the Buoy ; inside of this, it 
is at once calm. The bottom is soft mud and the soundings 
very even end regular. A quarter of a mile inside the Buoy 
, there is four, gradually shoaling to three, two and one So* 
^ thorns 60 y^rds from tee Beach, 
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la oomisg to an anchor the Officer in oSurf* ilM 
aee that the anchor is dear and the chain stopped op eaaar 
of the stock, and to let go only after the ship bus gathered 
good stern way. If the ship has pat in distress, or is to 
remain any time, the whole cable should be given. 

Severe gales of wind are liable to happen on the Coast 
in April, May and Jane, also m October and November ; a 
| careful attention to the Barometer, particularly if the maxi- 
I mum and minimum pressure be daily registered, will always 
I give sufficient warning of the approach of these storms, to 
| enable ships on the Coast or in Cochin roads to seek shelter 
| ait NArakal or on the Mnd Bank 6$ miles south of Alleppey. 

I The S. W. Monsoon sets in at Alleppey generally in the 
[ beginning of June from N.W. and blows with great violence 
| attended with thunder and lightning and rain. For some 
' years back the Monsoons have not been so regular and less 
1 rain has fallen than usual probably from the large tracts of 
1 forests felled and immense grass fires. 

The maximum height of the Barometer at Alleppey 
occurs at 9-40 a. v. and p. n. and the minimum at 4 a. m. 
and 4-40'p. x. 

The general direction of tho Wind during tho S. W. 
, Monsoon at Alleppey is from W. N. W. to N. W.

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Under ■motion of Hie Highnea* the Maha Rajah, it is 
hereby notified to all concerned, that the Trmvanoore Sircar 
strictly prohibits the shooting, or otherwise killing, of wild

2. Persona convicted of transgressing the provisions of 
this notification will be summarily punished by the Magis- 
tracy with fine not exceeding 50 Rupees or with impri- 
sonment which may extend to three months, or with both. 

3. In special oases, the Dewan will, on application, 
grant a written permit for shooting Elephants ; and those 
who obtain each permits and act only in comfurmity with 
their provisions, will be exempted from the penalties speci- 
fied in the preceding para. 

4. General permits will be granted on application to such 
subjects ot this State as possess properties in or near jungles 
infested by wild Elephants ; and each subjects will be autho- 
rised by the permits to kill Elephants, but in defence of 
their persons and properties only. 

5. Persons killing wild elephants in self-defence will be 
exempted from the penalties specified in para 2 of this noti- 
fication ; but such persons shall immediately report the cir- 
cumstance to the nearest Police Officer.

2. The applicant for pension must have served the Biroar 
for a period not less than 1 5 years, on & monthly salary of 
10 Rupees and upwards 

8. If the applicant's service fall short of 30 years, he can- 
not have a pension, unless incapacitated for further employ- 
ment by old age, protracted ill-health, loss of sight, or other 
bodily or mental mformity Competent medical testimony 
to such incapacity shall always accompany an application for 
pension in each circumstances. But when service is more 
than 30 years, such testimony shall not be required. 


4. Public servants of standing between 1 5 and 20 yean, 
who are entitled to pension under these rales, shall be grant- 
ed pensions equal to one-fourth of their monthly salaries 
calculated on an average of five years previously to die date 
of the application for pension. It the service has been for 
more than 20 but less than 30 years, and the pnblio servant 
is entitled to pension under these rules, the amount shall be 
one-third of the monthly salary calculated in the manner 
above stated. Similarly, if the public servant has served 
30 years or npwards, and his case satisfies the roles, the 
amount of his pension shall bo one-half of his monthly sahuy 
calculated as above. 

5. In no case, however, is the amonnt of pension to ex- 
ceed 500 Rupees a month. 

6. Pensions granted under these rules are not liable to 
attachment or sequestration in satisfaction of any decree or 
order of Court. 


7. Pension certificates cannot be mortgaged or otherwise 
transferred. The pensions are payable only to the indivi- 
duals in whose names they have been granted or to their 
authorised Vakeels.
